BANK OF MONTREAL 
CROP REPORT No. 4 


In the prairié provinces, crops 
generally continue to make good 
progress, with the best prospects 
in Manitoba. While the season is 
about ten days later than average, 
higher temperatures during the 
past two weeks have promoted 
rapid growth. Wheat is coming 
into shot blade and in some dis- 
tricts early sown erops are heading. 
Coarse grain shows healthy, even 
growth. Moisture conditions are 
satisfactory in Manitoba, but good 
rains are required in many parts 
of Saskatchewan and Alberta. In 
some districts of which deteriora- 
tion has already set in. Losses 
from hail and pests have been 
small. Sugar beets in Alberta 
and Manitoba are progressing fa- 
vorably. In the province of Que- 
bec, the season continues to be 
backward and frequent rains dur- 
ing the past fortnight have caused 
further delay in operations, as well 
as- considerable damage in many 
districts. The yield of grains will 
probably be below average. Cut- 
ting of.a good crop of hay has com- 
menced in most districts. Pastures 
are in very good condition. Toma- 
toes and corn have suffered from 
excessive moisture and below-av- 
erage yields are indicated. Warm. 
dry weather is needed in most dis- 
tricts. In Ontario, crops gener- 
ally have benefited considerably 
from recent showers following a 
period of warm dry weather and 
prospects are much brighter than 
anticipated earlier in the season. 
Fall wheat and spring grains are 
making satisfctory progress, but 
total yields will be considerably 
below normal, due largely: to the 
reduced acreages seeded. A heavy 
crop of good quality hay is being 
harvested. In the maritme pro- 
vinces crops are still backward; 
frequent rains have retarded 
growth and caused some damage to 
the potato crop. The outlook for 
the hay crop is “good. In British 
Columbia, crop conditions have 
been improved by recent rains 
and warm weather. A very light 
crop of strawberries is now being 
picked. Tree fruit crops are patchy 
and a low yield is indicated. Cher- 
ries and” prunes promise good 
yields, with other stone fruits 
light. 

ALBERTA—Warm weather has 
stimulated growth and crops, al- 
though late, are now’ making fa- 
vorable progress in the central and 
northern districts. Lack of mois- 
ture over most of southern Alberta 
has caused considerable damage to 
stubble crops, and good rains are 
needed immediately to prevent 
further deterioration. Early sown 
wheat is in shot blade. Pastures 
are short in the south. 

SASKATCHEWAN—Crop con- 
ditions vary but on the whole con- 
tinue to be satisfactory. Rain is 
needed in some districts; deterior- 
‘ation has occurred particularly ‘to 
stubble crops along the south-west- 
ern border. Wheat is mostly in 
shot blade and early-sown crops 
jare heading. Coarse grains gener- 
ally show a healthy growth, Pest 
damage is small. : 

MANITOBA—Crop prospects re- 
main favorable. Moisture is suffi- 
cient for the present and, with 
warmer weather, growth should be 


rapid. Wheat is largely in shot 


blade and early-sown crops are 
heading. Coarse grains are making 
good progress. The hay crop is 
heavy and pastures are excellent. 
Sugar beet thinning is nearing 
completion.

But, 
unfortuniately, in too many deals 
the promoter is the only one to 
profit. . 

Says the Bureau “If you are urg- 
ed to cash in your bonds for ‘in- 
vestment’ in an unknown proposi- 
tion, Watch Out! Carefully in- 
vestigate the offer for these good 
reasons: 


“1, It may be a racket. 


“2. It is real patriotism to keep 
the War Bonds you buy. 


“3. These bonds are one of the 
best investments you can make.”

“WAVE AFTER WAVE... .” 


A. E. Powley, of the CBC over- 
seas news staff, recently made a 
tour of several Canadian units in 
the United Kingdom. Here are his 
impressions of an incident which 
occurred in the night, as broadcast 
on a recent CBC national news 
summary: 


“The noise of their engines was 
incessant as wave after wave of 
our bombers streamed out toward 
the coast. Back in Canada I often 
heard that sentence, or one some- 
thing like it. in the cabled dis- 
patches about our night raids on 
Europe, and as often as it came I 
used to think that the sound of a 
procession of our heavy bombers 
outward bound must be an awe- 
inspiring thing. Well, I heard it 
the other night and it is. The 
bombers passed over, wave after 
wave, as the dispatches usually 
put it, and I lay in an army tent 
in the woods in a particularly beau- 
tiful part of rural England. How 
many of them there were I 
couldn’t guess, but they were a 
mighty force. I don’t know either 
how long they took to pass for 
when the noise of their going was 
finished it left no clear recollection 
of beginning or end, only of im- 
mensity. The sound filled the val- 
leys and echoed in sustained vol- 
leys from the hillsides. If you 
were to imagine an endless suc- 
cession of giant express trains 
tearing overhead you would have 
an idea of what it was like. Or you 
might arrive at a closer idea by 
contemplating the probable thun- 
der of Judgement Day. r7

and fast one’s thoughts can travel

could see through the darkness far 
over the hills and the valleys out 
over to the sea and almost to the 
unkown target toward which thé 
planes are hurrying.

HOW PARITY IS FIGURED 
Pacific Rural Press 


To the Editor: How are farm 
parity -prices figured? Is it true 
that taxes are not included? Sub- 
scriber, Visalia. 

You think up the hardest ones. 
Even the economists who bury 
their noses in square yards of fi- 
gures to arive at parity, cannot 
agree among themselves as to how 
it is or should be done. 

Broadly, here is how. You take 
the average price of a farm crop 
for the base period—ususally 1909- 
1914. You multiply the price of 
the crop in the base period by the 

index figure representing what 
the farmer pays now for things 
for production and for living. Tax- 
es and interest are included in this 
index, but labor costs are not. 
Then you divide this: product by 
100 to obtain the parity price. 

An example: Suppose some crop 
brought 18c a pound as an average 
of the base period. The index of 
what the farmer paid for things he 
had buy was computed as 152 for 
July. 18 times 152 gives 2736. 
Divided by 100 this gives a July 
parity price of 27.36 cents per 


That settles everything, just 


ducky, except: try and get the 
parity price. 

Incidentally the base price is 
supposed to be what the farmer 
actually got. John Lawler, mana- 
ger of the Poultry Producers of 
Central ‘California, thinks that the 


what the farmer got for eggs back 
in 1909-1914, but is based on a 
mixture of dealer ‘prices, mostly 
for large eggs.

Govt: Should Buy All Wheat 


Over and over again we have 
been hearing that there is'a scar- 
city of foodstuffs in the world, 
and that our prairie surplus of 
wheat is a most valuable commo- 
dity for the war and peace pro- 
gram of the United Nations. Now 
we hear the United States is be- 
coming frightened that there may 
even be a shortage of wheat in 
the U.S.A. The recent Interna- 
tional Conference at Hot Springs, 
Virginia, has actually recommend- 
ed governments to encourage in- 
creased production of all grains, 
including wheat. 

Considering all this it hardly 
seems fair that our prairie farm- 
ers should be asked to carry some 
200 million bushels of surplus 
wheat on their farms at their own 
risk and cost, and for which at the 
present there is no market, and on 
which they cannot borrow money. 

I suggest that the government 
should make a .declaration that 
within say two years they will 
either purchase this surplus farm 
stored wheat as space in elevators 
becomes available or that they will 
make a substantial cash advance 
on it. The farmers who are pressed 
for money should have no trouble 
in being able to borrow some cash 
on such surplus wheat as they now 
hold: in good bins on their farms,
